They 
have even brought in their money, and that is why the 
Central Bank wants to chase away people who bring 
their money here. This is an asset for the people of 
Kenya.

The Burundian president will arrive tomorrow because 
he contends that Kenya could help them to gain peace, 
because we Kenyans love peace. 


Every now and then, when I pose questions, no one 
responds, no one. Even when the international tribunal 
comes to charge people in Rwanda, I shall not allow 
any one of them to enter Kenya to serve summons and 
look for people here. No way, not until I know the root 
causes of the Rwandan crisis, until Kenyans know who 
was behind the aircraft crash that led to the deaths of 
the presidents of Burundi and Rwanda. [applause] 


So you are just told that the international tribunal is 
coming to charge people. What is this? If any such 
characters come here, they will be arrested. We must 
respect ourselves. We cannot be harassed. Even you, the 
newspaper fraternity, you should not merely ape what 
is happening elsewhere. Build your country from the 
foundation, and rectify whatever you see is not true. 
{applause} We do not reject criticism. 


When I rejected Richard Leakey’s entry into politics, 
they said: oh, racism. The constitution of Malaya says 
/nobody else/, and there are many Chinese, /nobody 
can lead Malaya except a Malayan/. When Kenya states 
likewise, they shout. 


We know what we fought for. Let’s live that way. 
Kenyans are peaceful people. /Maybe/ they are taken for 
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granted because of the prevailing peace, it is assumed 
that they can be ruled by anybody. 


So, live in unity, if you want Kenya to progress and be 
respected.

Atto Marks Anniversary of Somali-UN Clash

[FBIS Transiated Text] Mr. Osman Hassan Ali Atto, the 
USC-SNA [United Somali Congress-Somali National 
Alliance] chairman gave a speech today at the USC- 
SNA headquarters in Mogadishu to mark the anniver- 
sary of the serious fighting on 3 October 1993 between 
the SNA fighters and UNOSOM [United Nations Oper- 
ation in Somalia}, especially the US rangers. 


Present at the ceremony to mark the occasion were the 
USC-SNA executive committee, the standing commit- 
tee, the central committee, social organizations and sup- 
porters of the USC-SNA. 


The chairman talked in detail about the Somali people’s 
Struggle against colonial rule and the long struggle, 
which was expected to bear fruit in 1960, but which, 
in fact, became a failure. This, he said, was because the 
leadership fell into the hands of individuals who were 
pro-Italian, who ruled the country for 30 years. 


He also said that Somalia’s new struggle began in 
1990 when the oppression and injustice of the dictator, 
Mohamed Siad Barre, could no longer be tolerated. 
When the dictator realized this he changed the struggle 
into a civil war that affected the whole country. 


Osman Hassan Ali Ato said that it was a war of 
constant fighting, division and the disintegration of 
Somalia, which resulted in much starvation and death. 
The international response was not human.tarian, but 
instead had objectives that were very far from care 
for the Somali community in general. The objectives 
were linked to the disarming of the SNA, the arrest 
of SNA officials, the bombardment of important SNA 
centers and the taking of sides from among the political 
Organizations which were holding the country together. 


He added that the international military mission was 
misguided and did not have the slightest idea about the 
Somali people's culture and politics. 


He said this caused misunderstandings between the SNA 
and the international forces. He gave as an example 
the heavy clashes in June 1993. He also said the 
Clashes between 3 and 4 October 1993 led to enmity 
between the Somali people and UNOSOM, which tried 
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to bring about peace in Somalia through brute force. 
This resulted in their killing 15,000 Somalis, injuring 
more than 45,000 others and destroying national and 
private assets. 


He said the USC-SNA, on this second anniversary 
of the victory day, sends condolences to the Somali 
people in general, and especially SNA supporters, and 
the bereaved families of the Somali nationals who 
died between 5 June and 4 October 1993. They were 
defending the dignity and independence of the Somali 
people and he prayed for God to take the dead to 
paradise because of his mercy and that the injured would 
recover. 


Mr. Osman Hassan Ali Ato also said that it was 
unfortunate that although the foreigners had left, the 
people were not yet enjoying stability. The USC- 
SNA brought to Somalis the face of understanding, 
brotherhood, and confidence. 


On this occasion, he called for peace, reconciliation, 
and the formation of a representative government for 
the Somali people. 


Talking about the USC-SNA’s achievements, Mr. Os- 
man Ato said its officials took part in two conferences 
of Somali organizations in Jeddah and Nairobi in which 
victory was won for the good of the Somali people. 
He said that while these efforts were being made, anti- 
peace and anti-stability individuals, who made a habit 
of always creating enmity, clashes, and civil wars, were 
Carrying out acts of sabotage. 


Lastly, he called on the Somali people to accept 
peace and reconciliation in unity, to overcome enmity 
and civil war, and for the Somali people to revive 
their cooperation with and their confidence in the 
international community, given that the mistakes and 
interference in Somalia were admitted. He called for 
the resolutions which the Somali organizations made 
in Jeddah to be implemented as soon as possible, so 
they could prevail over the division and suffering of the 
Somali people, and for the self-styled groups to stop 
Claiming to be a government without having the support 
of the majority of Somali people and for them to join 
in the great Somali reconciliation conference. 


Fighting Reported Between Aidid, Atto Groups

which Ato and his ally, Ali Mahdi Mohamed, have dis- 
missed. But the rival factions are still battling for control 
of parts of the capital, Mogadishu, from where our cor- 
respondent, Ali Musa Abdi, faxed this report: 


Three people were killed and at least seven others 
wounded after fighting erupted in south Mogadishu 
last night between militiamen loyal to Gen. Aidid and 
those supporting his rival, Osman Atto. The shooting 
broke out when the rival militiamen quarreled over the 
legitimacy of Gen. Aidid’s government. The fighting 
which involved heavy machine guns, rocket-propellec 
grenades, 106 mm Recoilers Riffles, and antiaircraft 
missiles lasted for more than 30 minutes. The clashes 
died down after clan elders from both sides intervened 
and confined the opposing militiamen to their defensive 
positions. The wounded were rushed to a nearby hospital 
for treatment. A radio station supporting Osman Atto 
said that three armed wagons belonging to Gen. Aidid 
had attacked their lines. The spokesman did not give 
figures but claimed that Gen. Aidid’s men had inflicted 
heavy casualties and severe damage. 


Earlier yesterday afternoon, five of Osman Atto’s se- 
nior officials were held temporarily and then released 
by Gen. Aidid’s militiamen at Balidogle Airstrip. Those 
detained included the deputy chairman of Atto’s wing 
of the USC-SNA [United Somali Congress-Somali Na- 
tional Alliance), Hasan Dimbo, and the organization's 
secretary general, Mohamed Ahmed Nour. Apparently. 
Gen. Aidid has prohibited his opponents from using the 
airstrip but Osman Atto and his officials continue to use 
it.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] When President Nelson Man- 
dela removes his glasses and puts his prepared speech to 
one side, it’s wise to pay attention. Pretty much anything 
can happen when he gives this characteristic indication 
that he has something he would like to get off his chest, 
extempore. 


Those of us who have dogged Mandela’s historic 
footsteps since his release from prison have become 
something of experts in the matter. We draw in our 
breath (as, it must be said, do his own aides and the 
likely targets of the imminent broadside), and listen up. 


And so it was on Friday night as the president opened 
Gencor’s [General Mining Union Corporation] head 
office in Hollard Street, Johannesburg. I happened to 
be standing in the audience behind FW de Klerk and 
Pik Botha when the Madiba spectacles began their slow 
journey from bridge of nose to top of table. 


Before this he had graciously recognised the shoals of 
VIPs in the audience — Deputy President de Klerk most 
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prominent among them — and he had been speaking 
warmly about Gencor’s century-old role in South Africa. 
But now he decided he wanted to speak about crime. 


It started innocuously enough, with Mandela praising 
the business initiative against crime, saying the levels 
were coming down though still too high...and then he 
changed gear. Those who blamed his government for the 
crime wave were being dishonest, he said, because the 
situation had been inherited from the "former regime”. 


The former "regime" (why is that such a pejorative 
word?), standing just ahead, stiffened visibly. Things 
got worse. The atmosphere stretched like a rubber band 
as the president accused the erstwhile government of 
deploying 80 percent of police resources in white areas, 
and told a detailed story about a visit to a white town 
and its abutting black township. Police had some 19 
vehicles in the white suburbs, he said, and only three in 
the township. 


De Klerk, stranded in the audience, could not hide 
his anger — to the extent that Mandela noticed from 
the podium, and told aides to ask the deputy to see 
him after the speech. That led, unintentionally, to the 
extraordinary kerbside confrontation between the two 
men. 


But the truth is that it’s been a long time coming and 
is, in my view, precisely the catalyst needed to start a 
gradual rebuilding of the tattered relationship between 
the two Nobel laureates. In July THE SUNDAY INDE- 
PENDENT reported — in a front-page lead article by 
political correspondent Esther Waugh under the head- 
line "A chill wind blows between Mandela and FW de 
Klerk" — that "the personal relationship has deterio- 
rated to a point of no return. [Word indistinct) predict 
heightened friction in coming months". That this came 
to pass in public indicates how well-informed that pre- 
diction was. 


Waugh’s sources, from both the ANC and the National 
Party [NP], added that neither of the two men appeared 
prepared to make the first move toward rapprochement, 
and several ministers felt they might have to take it upon 
themselves to build bridges behind the scenes. 


In fact, as we report on our front page today, De Klerk 
had decided to take the plunge prior to Friday night’s 
incident, and has written a letter to Mandela which, 
in effect, proposes arresting the rapid decline in the 
relationship between the two men the world still views 
as political siamese twins — not of equal status but both 
essential to the South African miracle. 


It might be argued that the altercation therefore came at 
a most unfortunate time — but, equally, it might ensure 
that urgent attention is paid to the problem. 
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The situation needs to be viewed unhysterically, and 
within a strict context. This is not a matter of friend- 
ships and warm fuzzy feelings. If the individual South 
Africans Nelson Mandela and Frederik de Klerk do not 
particularly like one another as personalities (they do 
not) then so be it: coalition government does not require 
undying love or even mild infatuation. Throughout the 
short life of the government of national unity, both men 
have understood the necessity of each another’s role. 
De Klerk himself puts it well: it is as if two parents are 
Staying together for the sake of a child. The child is the 
18-month-old toddler, South Africa. 


The root problem is a lack of personal trust, running 
both ways. Mandela believes De Klerk has been devi- 
ous in the past (the most famous incident being the 
Codesa (Convention for a Democratic South Africa] 
clash, which De Klerk insists was the result of a mis- 
understanding), and when he is angry the president ac- 
cuses the NP leader of acting as though he is still in 
power. For his part De Klerk is deeply aggrieved that 
Mandela launches sporadic personal attacks on him in 
public, something De Klerk says he refrains from do- 
ing for the sake of the country, though he is frequently 
sorely tempted. 


That Mandela took the trouble to try to smooth things 
over after recognising that De Klerk was offended on 
Friday night is more important than the fact that the 
initiative went awry. There is now, as a result of De 
Klerk’s prior letter, a proposal on the table that selected 
ministers reopen a "channel of communication” between 
the two men. It is likely to be acted upon quickly, if 
only because neither can be enjoying the fallout from 
the street brawl.

Opposition Parties Walk Out of Natal Parliament

After the walk-out IFP MPLs [members of the Provin- 
cial Legislature] proceeded to vote in favour of the mo- 
tion, thereby obtaining an automatic majority. The mo- 
tion sets out proposals in terms of which the KwaZulu/

Stitutional principles were released in an IFP Green Pa- 
per drafted earlier this year. 


The document has drawn sharp criticism from opposi- 
tion parties represented on the constitutional committee. 


Included among the IFP’s proposals is the call for a 
provincial constitutional court and a provincial militia. 


Debating the motion prior to the walk-out, African 
National Congress provincial leader Jacob Zuma said 
the motion was an attempt to subvert the democratic 
process in KwaZulu/Natal. 


He said the IFP, as the majority party in the legislature, 
should be trying to reconcile differences between polit- 
ical parties. The IFP appeared to be doing the opposite, 
Zuma said.

Democratic Party [DP] provincial leader Roger Burrows 
saiG the IFP’s attempt to force a vote on the motion em- 
phasised the differences between parties.

The DP, ANC, National Party, Pan Africanist Congress, 
Minority Front and African Christian Democratic Party 
all abstained from voting on the motion. 


Earlier in the day, opposition members objected to 
debate on the motion in terms of procedural regulations.

Other than the political arguments, the day’s sitting was 
also marred by a tussle between police and a group of 
seven "impostors” who invaded the assembly chamber. 


The group was part of a large crowd of protesters repre- 
senting the Unemployed Silent Majority who gathered 
outside the legislature. Police were called in and forcibly 
removed the group.

Swedish embassy minister Johan Brisman said the funds 
were part of a R110 million allocation from Sweden’s 
nalional budget earmarked for South African non- 
governmental organisations (NGOs) and RDP projects. 


"It is of course unsatisfactory that we were not able to 
use the total allocation, considering the needs. We were, 
however, pleased to see 80 percent being put to good 
use by the South African NGOs,” he said. The money 
was returned because "the identification process, when 
it came to new projects, was slower than anticipated”. 


Even though the funds were part of Sweden’s internal 
budget, Brisman said tnat the South African government 
had been aware that the money existed. 


He said the money, derived from about R45-million 
originally intended to fund the ANC, had been diverted 
to development aid in the pre-election period in 1994. 


A director of one NGO lamented the loss, saying it 
was "a terrible thing to have happened” especially when 
"numerous NGOs have their backs against the wall as a 
result of a rechannelling of foreign aid and unobtainable 
RDP funding". He said his NGO intended taking the 
government to task for starving NGOs of funds. 


Swedish and South African officials, meanwhile, signed 
a development assistance co-operation agreement this 
week that will allow unspent funds to be rolled over in 
future.

The rebels, commanded by 66-year-old French soldier- 
of-fortune Bob Denard, had been lying in wait, boosting 
defenses around the runway and setting up a heavy 
machine-gun post to cover the exposed beachfront 
running along its border. No heavier weapons had been 
deployed, and in the event, the only fatalities were 
suffered by the rebels. The French Government said 
Wednesday that four rebels had been killed in the assault 
and there had been no fatalities among the 600 French 
troops sent to restore constitutional order. 


"The runways fell fairly quickly. The most serious 
obstacle came when they tried to send reinforcements," 
said one exhausted French soldier, his machine-gun 
slung over his shoulder. 
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"We claimed control of the road around two o'clock in 
the morning. They ignored our warnings. So we took 
care of that," he added, remembering a night of blood 
and sweat. 


The twisted remains of an armoured vehicle destroyed 
by an anti-tank round lay in a ditch. Another had been 
abandoned. Three other military vehicles, carrying about 
30 rebel troops and three of Denard’s mercenaries pulled 
out of the area in the early morning, falling back to the 
military camp at Kandani, having held back the French 
advance over a period of several hours. 


The airport itself was a hive of military activity, with 
fleets of Puma helicopters and Transal transport planes 
landine throughout the morning. 


The arrivals lounge had been transformed into a de- 
tention center. About 30 Comoran soldiers lay on their 
stomachs, some trembling with fear, their arms and legs 
spread wide under the watchful eye of French troops. 


The VIP lounge had become a makeshift medical center. 
Two badly wounded Comoran soldiers shivered and 
groaned under survival blankets as they were being 
prepared for the operating table. One of them did not 
survive long enough to face the surgeon's scalpel. 


Beside him, a French mercenary of Moroccan origin lay 
unconscious on a stretcher with wounds to his head and 
arms. 


On the first floor terrace, Lieutenant-Colonel Christian 
Soum, in charge of operations in the area, tracked his 
men’s progress with a map and a radio transmitter, as 
the fighting continued. 


"The situation is still quite confusing. We don’t really 
know where they are," he said. "The operation is 
continuing." 

The rebels surrendered weaponry lay piled in a baggage 
trolley, a mesh of machine-guns and pistols. 


Captain Pellegrin looked over his tired men, sensing, 
perhaps, that it could soon be over. "Come on guys, it’s 
not over yet.

Paris had an obligation to defend the Comoros against 
"external" aggression by virtue of a 1978 defence pact. 


By then Caabi el-Yashrutu who took refuge at the 
French embassy, had declared himself “interim presi- 
dent". He later said Djohar was "definitely out" as head 
of state. 


Godfrain also said Wednesday night that "Whenever 
there exists a military cooperation agreement, France 
will intervene each time a democratically elected gov- 
ernment is overthrown in a coup d'etat.” 


Godfrain who had just got back from a visit to Bamako 
in Mali, said of France’s African allies that "when they 
see that France won't budge or risks not doing anything 
when there is a military cooperation agreement and there 
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is a coup, then they start asking questions about our 
capabilities." 

"It was clearly up to France to signal to other countries 
in the world with which we are allied that France can be

(FBIS Transcribed Text] The Ministers for Foreign Af- 
fairs and Education yesterday swapped positions in a 
minor but very important Cabinet reshuffle which polit- 
ical watchers attributed to what has become Cubagate 
and Brusselsgate scandals. 


Foreign Affairs Minister, Mr Solomon Dlamini becomes 
the new Minister for Education while Senator Arthur 
Khoza takes over as boss of the Foreign Affairs Min- 
istry. 

The reshuffle was announced in a statement by the 
Prime Minister Prince Mbilini. No reasons were given 
for the reshuffle announced in a six-and-a-half lined 
Statement. 


Cabinet and diplomatic sources yesterday saw the 
reshuffle as a demotion for Mr Dlamini. 


While they differed on the reasons behind the changes, 
the majority of cabinet and diplomatic sources were in 
agreement that the scandals over the Cuban diplomatic 
initiative and the Brussels embassy combined to make 
the Foreign Affairs Minister’s position untenable. 


In fact some political observers and diplomatic sources 
were surprised that Mr Dlamini retained a cabinet 
portfolio at the wake of what they termed the Cubagate 
and the Brusselsgate. 


Mr Dlamini was last week recalled from New York 
where he was attending the United Nations General 
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Assembly session to answer allegations that he had 
committed the Kingdom to a diplomatic understanding 
with socialist Cuba. 


The diplomatic understanding with Cuba was allegedly 
never sanctioned by Cabinet. Mr Dlamini allegedly 
committed Swaziland to the diplomatic understanding 
with Cuba during a visit to the Caribbean state at the 
invitation of his Cuban counterpart. 


The diplomatic understanding between the two countries 
was later independently confirmed by a Cuban embassy 
Official in Harare, Zimbabwe. 


The embassy official, Counsellor Jose Garcia, hailed the 
diplomatic understanding which he said was mutually 
beneficial to both countries in the socio-economic 
spheres. 


Counsellor Garcia said: "We were very keen to have 
ties with Swaziland since we also have diplomatic 
understanding with South Africa. 


"Swaziland is a neighbouring state to South Africa 
which has good relationship with Cuba. 


"Cuba as a third world country has problems too. We 
need to work together with non-aligned countries like 
Swaziland." 


As a result of the Cubagate, it is reported that relations 
between Swaziland and the United States of America 
which is one of this country’s major providers of 
development aid are being threatened. 


The Brusselsgate scandal was triggered by revelations 
that Ambassador Clifford Mamba purchased new em- 
bassy offices at double the going market price. Accord- 
ing to the report of the Auditor General, Mr Mathokoza 
Diamini, the offices were purchased for over E7 million 
(emalangeni) when their market value is estimated at 
around E3 million. 


The Brusselsgate culminated with the recall of Mr 
Mamba by the Parliamentary public spending watchdog, 
the Public Accounts Committee (PAC), to explain the 
irregularity. 

Mr Mamba who was later backed by the Foreign Affairs 
Minister, defended the purchase, saying at the time 
the offices were bought there were a lot of competing 
buyers. In fact he said the purchase price was higher 
than it was eventually acquired for. 


At the wake of the controversy the property was put 
up for sale, a fact that was denied by Mr Mamba but 
confirmed by the property agents who were handling the 
sale. The property was eventually withdrawn from the 
market in a sudden turn-about by Mr Mamba. 
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Another controversy linked to the Brussels embassy 
was the upgrading of the air ticket of CTA’s (Central 
Transport Administration] Mr Moi Moi Masilela to first 
Class without the relevant authority. 


Labor Minister Defends ‘No-Party System’

and Public Service Albert Shabangu has said Swazis still 
feel that the answer for revolutionary transitions is not 
necessarily in the number of political parties. 


Mr Shabangu told senior government officials and of in- 
dustries from countries like Zambia, South Africa, Zim- 
babwe, Kenya, Uganda, Malawi, Namibia and Tanza- 
nia including Swaziland that the country together with 
Uganda are experimenting on a no-party system. 


He said this when officially opening a two-week East- 
ern and South African Management Institute (ESAMI) 
programme which is held at the New George Hotel in 
Manzini. 

This is the fifth ESAMI Commonwealth Advanced 
Management Programme and participating for Swazi- 
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land are Principal Secretaries, J.V. Dlamini from 
Tinkhundla [traditional community council] and Elias 
Mkhonta from the Ministry of Justice. 


Mr Shabangu also said his ministry was involved in 
a heavy task. "As minister responsible for labour and 
public service in this country. I am gratified to be part 
of this management intervention. 


"My ministry is charged with ensuring that Swaziland 
has the human resources required to manage both the 
public and private sectors of the economy. This is not 
an easy task, largely because of the enormous resources 
required for the job. And yet it is a job that must be done 
because I believe that investing in people is investing 
in sustainable development. 


"Each of our countries in Sub-Saharan Africa is at cross- 
roads of development. There is not a single one of our 
countries which is not in the thralls of some revolution- 
ary transitions. Some countries are transforming from 
single to multiparty democratic politics while others are 
old players in this field. 


"Others like Uganda and ourselves in Swaziland, still 
feel that the answer is not necessarily in the number of 
political parties. We both are experimenting on a no-
